"The avcras'c t .eld of corn in 
KniiucUy is only 2a bushels to the 
arrte," he said, "whieh Is insignifi- 
cant. We ahould. and ran Increase 
ihi« by proper selection of st>vd and 
proi>er ruWivatlon." 

He then Hiustratr-d how the de- 
partment selected its "We take 
a n.-riiiiuatlng box, such as I have 
lice, about two a id one half r.rt by 
two and one half fitM and put In our 
moist MM, whhh Is cheeked off in 
■li 'l er lwMird fashion. We th.Hi se- 
lect the best looking grains of corn 
from a. number of ears, and put them 
in the differeo: < hecks or road, num- 
bering the rb- I s und also ihe corn 
so we ran krep track of them. The 
seeds are then covered with a sack 
and ano;..er layer put on top. and 
so on. In aliout fonir daya the seeds 
have sprouted and we Investigate 
ihem M find which lias siliown the 
moat MMM and In this manner 
easily sclcci Ihe lies! seeds, ll takes 
only a few hours to thus select your 
K3«d for 2." acres »»r land, and you 
will find It the best time you ever 
MMMMM. This work ran easily be 
MM by your children, and should 
be. as early in life H Instills Into 
l hem a desire lo be Is.-ier farmers 
or ngrieiilturlais. as it shows them 
ihe possibilities of a little brain work 
in connection with farming, und will 
make them more rontent to wtay on 
nhe rami, and banish the usual year- 
nbig for city life and clerking be- 
hiud the counters." 

Mr. Srhn fflus als/t gav.- other very 
interesting illustra! ions of the l>ene- 
ftts of m-ientlfli- thought brought to 
le.u on rarmiiig. and answered a 
number or questions asked by hia 
and >ors. 

There were at lea.st one hundred 
farmers a! ilu- iweting and at the 
.lose of Mr. Scherfflus' remarks, near 
ly all of them enrolled their names 
as members of the organization.

Cwleb lowers has lost his ca?e in 
the supreme court of the Fnlted 
States, but not because he did not 
deserve to have in taken from tlie 
fate courts of K*»n'iicky Power? «p 
cured a removal to the federal court 
on the grounds that he had not been 
accorded equal protection under the 
law. Justice Harlan held that the 
remedy for wrongs of that character 
In in the »U'e court, and ultimately 
In the mi pre me court upon writ of 
error. Justice Harlan also discussed 
tho contention that there has been a 
conspiracy to take Powers' life, and 
that he could not secure a fair trial. 
He said: 

"It is true that, looking alone at 
the case, as made by the petition fot 
removal, the trials of th* accused 
make an exhibition of misconduct on 
the part of the administrative offi- 
cers connected with those trials, 
whi-eh may well shock all who lov» 
Justice and res agnize the right of ev- 
ery human being accused of crime to 
be tried according to law. Further, 
the case, aa made by the record, it 
must be conceded, tends to show. If 
M does not justify the belief, that ad- 
ministrative officers, having connec- 
. tion with Hm trial of the accused, 
had it in mind at eacJt'trlaf to ex- 
clude from the Jury, so far as It was 
possible to do so, every person, how- 
ever competent, who belonged to the 
same political panty as the accused." 

The Lotrtsv.He Herald says In re- 
gard to Powers: 

Kentucky's opportunity has, with 
Hit' relegation of the Powers case to 
the state courts, come. Time was 
when Justice was denied no man in 
grand and fair-minded common- 
wealth.

Charles Walt. Thomas, of East St. 
Louis, died yesterday at a hospital 
after an operation for a blood < lot on 
the brain.
